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PIVE BROOD SdWS GOOD CARE 



tProper Exercise and Protein Feedo In 

Winter Will Aid in Production 
' of Strong Litters. 

,(Prei>ared . by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

If the sows that jur> to farrow in 
March and April produce good strong, 
vigorous litters and get their pigs 
through suocossfully to weaning tinio 
thoy must he proporly cared for from 
now until the day of farrowing. One 
of the biggest hindrances to llie sows' 
farrowing good strong, vlgorotis Utters 
is lack of exorcise. Durhi}: the cold 
and snowy weather liogs like to lie 
around the sleeping quarters and be 
comfortable. That, however, is just 
what they should not do all the time, 
advise the ppccialists of the United 
States department of agriculture. 

The proper exercise for a brood sow 
is that which she will take voluntarily 
and not throujjh force. They should 
pet their corn ration by hustling for it 
in the stalk fields and not by getting It 
fed around the sleeping' quarters on 
feeding Hours or in trouf^lis. Feed them 
car corn during tiie winter months and 
scatter It out in the stalk fields. The 
manure spreader Is a good implement 
to use In scattering this corn. Don't 
be afraid it will lie wasted, for it won't. 
You can readily regulate the amount

fed so that it will be picked up dean, 

and you wii! find next spring that 
there Is nt * a bit of the com lying 
erouim to itm ^o wacte. 

Protein foe<^ in the form Of shorts, 
tankage, f<iini<.-al or alfalfa hay should 
'le t ' ?elf-f coders can be used 
tor tiiese teeda, and it is quite success- 
ful to grind the alfalfa hay. Sows will 
eat a larger percentage of alfalfa hay 
fed in the ground form than when fed 
In racks un,t;round. This alfalfa Is 
generally cheaper on the corn belt 
farms than any of the other protein 
feeds and is a good balance to the com 
ration. 

By following a few of thcfro simple 
methods the sows will be brought to 
farrowing time capable of producing 
good strong pips. Every hog grower 
knows that If lie is going to have pigs 
That do their best from the start they 
must necessarily be strong and vigor- 
ous at farrowing time. The proper care 
of the brood sow is not ditncnlt and 
should be carefully looked after by 
every hog grower. 



Good Practice, When Not Carried to 
Extremes, to Allow Colts to Rough 
It In Winter. 



(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Colts that are kept growing make 
the best horses. Some farmers allow 
their yoimc: horses to "rougli it" 
through the winter and, although this 
is a good practice when not carried to 
•extremes, if tlie feeder is not careful 
it may give the colt a setback which 
permanently retards its development. 

Feeds that will promote growth 
should be supplied. Good, clean clover 
hay is palatable and slightly laxative. 
Timothy hay commonly is fed. Well- 
cured alfalfa hay free from dust is one 
of the best roughages for growing, but 
because of its relatively high protein 
content it generally is economical to 
supplement it with other roughage such 
as timothy, mixed hay, or com fodder. 
Besides lending variety to the ration 
such a method of feeding alfalfa would 
olfsct any likelihood of kidney or 
bowel irregularities. Sheaf oats can 
be used to good advantage to supple- 
ment other roughaj,'e. The animals 
should not be allowed to gorge them- 
selves on dry feed. They should be 
given only what they will clean up 
readily, but at the same time enough 
feed should be supplied. Oats, corn 
and peas, preferably fed ground, arc 
suitable grains. Bran, oil meal or glu- 
ten feed Avill add protein and lend vari- 
ety. Cottonseed meal should not be 
fed to foals. Appropriate grain ra- 
tions for the first ' win'ter are : Two 
parts corn, five parts oats, three parts 
bran and one part oil meal ; or four 
.parts oats, one part corn and one part 
bran. ' . . ^ 

Sllac:e should not be fed to foals to 
any considerable extent. Sliced roots, 
such as carrots and sugar beets, are 
very palatable and have a cooling ef- 
fect on- the digestive system. IHie 
quantity of feed generally should be 
regulated l>y the nppetlte, altbouc;h oc-

Sheep, in proportion to the value of 
their products, are produced more 
economically on the farm than any 
other live stock ; the feed and labor re- 
quirements are less. They fit in willi 
general fanning, get much of their 
subsistence from forage from grazing 
weeds and grass that would not sup- 
port other stock. They eat little feed 
that has a value as human food, and 
nc^d less grain than other animals. 
They add materially to the farm reve- 
nue but add very little, relatively, to 
•the farm i.:;peuse-

casionally the appetite may be too rav- 
enous to be a good indication. The 
general condition of thp colt and the 
droppings should be observed daily. 
Usually not over one pound of grain 
per 100 pounds of live weight should 
lie fed muil tlie animal is two years 
old. A liberal supply of salt and good 
A\ ater and plenty of fresh air and exer- 
cise are essential for the proper de- 
velopment of young horses. Idleness 
succeeding exercise w ill cause consti- 
pation. It is often said that a horse is 
made during his first winter. Certainly 
this is a critical time in the animal's 
life, and at no otlu r a.;;o will i)roi)'jr 
f yed and attention do as much to make 
of him a good horse. If stunted during 
the first winter he never "will gain 
I)roper size and shape. 

Durin;; ilie setMind winter the feed 
and management should .be nearly the 
same as for the first winter, except 
tliat the qimntily of feed should be in- 
creased somewhat, the colt tied up in 
Ills i- tall and handled frecpiently. Edu- 
cation by geptlfa And careful but firm 
handling at tliis age will SAve later 
much strenuous labor.
